To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Whitefield 
Urban  District  Council. 


Sirs, 


I  beg  to  hand  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1914. 


The  Area  of  your  District  is  1398  acres.  The  population  is 
calculated  to  be  7036,  which  gives  an  average  of  five  persons  per 
acre. 

The  number  of  houses  in  your  District  is  now  1711  ;  six  new 
houses  being  erected  during  the  year.  The  number  of  inhabitants 
per  house  is  about  four. 


The  inhabitants  of  your  District  are  chiefly  occupied  in  the 
weaving,  bleaching,  dyeing,  and  finishing  of  cotton  goods. 

The  houses  in  your  District,  on  the  whole,  are  satisfactory. 
The  majority  have  a  sufficiency  of  air  space,  and  only  in  some 
instances  are  otherwise  than  clean  inside  and  in  surroundings. 


Seven  houses  were  inspected  and  deemed  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  the  necessary  repairs  were  in  progress  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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In  conformity  with  the  Housing  (inspection  of  the  District) 
Regulations,  1909,  the  procedure  to  give  effect  to  the  Regulations 
and  the  requirements  of  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  has  been  continued  during  1914.  The  officer 
to  undertake  the  special  inspection  of  houses  and  keep  records 
stipulated  by  Article  2,  being  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  The 
necessary  books,  forms,  etc.,  have  been  obtained. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  erection  of  58  artisans’ 
dwellings — having  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  L.G.B.  for  the 
loan— and  after  tenders  had  been  obtained,  the  scheme,  owing 
to  the  present  crisis,  has  been  postponed  until  a  more  favourable 
opportunity  presents  itself. 

I  see  from  Mr.  Shaw’s  Report  that  the  total  number  of 
inspections  of  drains  for  the  purpose  of  testing  and  examination 
is  46b.  The  number  of  defects  disclosed  by  the  tests  were  75. 

In  the  case  of  new  drainage  where  water  is  available,  the 
“hydraulic”  or  “water”  test  is  applied;  where  this  is  impracticable 
they  are  tested  by  “smoke.” 

The  scavenging  of  the  ashpits  was  satisfactory ;  the  refuse 
being  Conveyed  to  a  tip.  The  work  being  performed  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority.  The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  removed  and 
the  number  of  receptacles  emptied  being: — Loads,  2592;  Ashbins, 
24501  ;  Ashpits,  1127;  Privy  Middens,  2230;  Gullies,  4127. 

The  Sanitary  accommodation  of  the  District  at  the  end  of  the 
year  being: — Tresh  water  closets,  662;  waste  water  closets,  167 
(this  system  of  waste  water  closets,  which  has  been  found  to  give 
rise  to  various  nuisances,  has  been  discontinued,  property  owners 
being  advised  to  substitute  fresh  water  closets  instead  when 
practicable);  pail  closets,  70;  privy  middens,  422;  ashbins,  408; 
dry  ashpits,  209.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
conversion  of  insanitary  privy  middens  to  the  water  carriage 
system.  60  new  fresh  water  closets  being  provided  in  place  of  25 
privy  middens. 
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The  Council  have  now  had  prepared  a  Scheme  for  the  complete 
sewering  of  Park  Lane. 

The  drinking  water  is  supplied  by  the  Bury  &  District  Joint 
Water  Board,  and  is  upland  water  received  into  reservoirs,  and  is 
on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  12  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  11 
Scarlet  fever,  and  1  Diphtheria.  41  rooms  in  32  houses  were 
disinfected  with  the  fumes  of  formaldehyde,  and  the  interiors 
sprayed  with  a  solution  of  formalin.  One  public  school  has  been 
disinfected.  The  bedding  from  patients  with  infectious  disease  is 
disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  number  of  registered  workshops  in  your  District  is  63. 
They  have  been  periodically  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  generally  ;  six  defects  being  discovered  and  five  remedied. 
They  were : — want  of  cleanliness,  three  ;  insufficient  sanitary 
accommodation,  one  ;  unsuitable  or  defective  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  one;  breach  of  special  sanitary  requirements  for  bakehouses 
(s.s.  97  to  100),  one. 

There  are  six  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  (two  of  the  six 
slaughterhouses  have  not  been  used  during  the  past  year)  ;  162 
visits  being  paid,  and  the  following  carcases  examined : — beasts, 
121;  sheep,  494;  pigs,  18;  calf,  1.  The  amount  of  meat  examined 
and  seized  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  1869-lbs. 
This  large  quantity  denotes  the  very  careful  supervision  which  is 
exercised  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  Mr.  Shaw,  with  regard  to  the 
prevention  of  unsound  meat  being  prepared  for  sale  in  the  District. 
In  one  case  it  was  considered  necessary  to  institute  proceedings 
against  a  firm  of  butchers  in  the  District  for  having  in  their 
possession,  prepared  for  sale,  a  carcase  which  was  seriously 
affected  with  Tuberculosis,  which  resulted  in  the  firm  being 
fined  £'. 20  and  £\o  costs. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected  on  37  occasions. 
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During  the  year  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  continued  to  inspect 
milk  cows  in  the  District,  for  evidence  of  tuberculosis  and  other 
unhealthy  conditions  which  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  milk 
supply  of  your  District.  He  visited  the  various  cowsheds  61  times, 
and  examined  843  cows,  and  in  several  cases  which  were 
suspicious,  isolated  the  milk.  10  samples  have  been  taken  by 
Mr.  Shaw,  and  examined  by  Professor  Delepine,  with  the  result 
that  two  cows  were  found  to  be  giving  tubercular  milk,  which 
have  been  slaughtered. 

36  Smoke  Observations  were  taken  of  the  mill  and  works 
chimneys,  each  being  of  60  minutes  duration.  The  time  limit 
(10  mins,  to  the  hour)  allowed  by  the  Council  for  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  was  not  exceeded.  I  consider  that  the  time  limit  for 
black  smoke  might,  with  advantage  to  the  health  of  the  District, 
be  reduced  to  7  minutes. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

According  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  County  Council,  Tables  I,  II,  III,  IV,  and  C  have  been 
prepared,  giving  a  classified  statement  of  the  births,  deaths,  and 
sickness  during  the  year. 

The  deaths  recorded  numbered  94,  equalling  a  death-rate  of 
13-3  per  1000  (79  occurred  in  the  District,  and  15  in  institutions 
out  of  the  District  of  persons  usually  resident  in  the  District). 
The  births  numbered  124  (56  males  and  68  females),  equalling  a 
birth-rate  of  17-6  per  1000.  Of  the  94  deaths  at  all  ages,  15  w^re 
children  under  one  year  of  age  ;  six  at  one  and  under  two  years  ; 
two  at  two  and  under  five  years  ;  two  at  five  and  under  13  years  ; 
two  at  15  and  under  23  years  ;  seven  at  23  and  under  45  years  ; 
29  at  45  and  under  65  years  ;  and  31  at  65  years  and  over.  The 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  15,  equalling  a  rate 
of  infantile  mortality  of  120-9  0ast  year  I45)*  Of  the  deaths  under 
one  year,  eight  were  due  to  premature  birth,  one  to  enteritis,  two 
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to  bronchitis,  one  to  abdominal  tuberculous,  and  three  to 
pneumonia.  There  were  two  deaths  from  zymotic  disease,  one  to 
measles,  and  one  to  diphtheria,  equalling  a  rate  of  *28  per  1000. 
Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  numbered  21  (excluding  seven 
from  phthisis),  giving  a  rate  of  2-g  and  '99  per  1000.  Cancer 
caused  six  deaths,  equalling  a  rate  of  -85  per  1000.  During  the 
year  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  numbered  57  (including  26  of 
tuberculosis;  pulmonary,  13;  other  forms,  13).  Scarlet  fever,  21 
cases  (no  death);  erysipelas,  three  (no  death);  diphtheria,  two 
(one  death)  ;  puerperal  fever,  one  (no  death) ;  ophthalmia  neona¬ 
torum,  four.

The  action  taken  generally  with  the  cattle  as  regards  milk 
supply  and  general  health  was,  so  as  to  avoid  any  unnecessary 
friction,  to  request  that  the  milk  from  that  animal  be  not  used  for 
human  consumption. 

Several  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken.  Those  results  and 
particulars  which  are  negative  have  been  kept  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  (positive,  I  have  dealt  with)  and  referred  to.  The 
numbers  referred  to  in  action  taken  (2,  4,  and  5),  June,  were  so 
designated  from  their  positions  in  the  cowshed  stalls,  these  came 
under  my  personal  observation,  and  their  milk  was  sent  to  Prof. 
Delepine,  and  reported  tubercular  (2).  These  two,  along  with  the 
one  reported  under  observation,  sent  to  the  abattoir— I  believe 
Salford.  The  accuracy  of  the  information  I  cannot  prove  as  I  did 
not  see  the  P.M.,  but  have  no  reason  to  doubt  as  I  have  not  seen 
the  animals  since.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report, 
this  being  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1914. 

NOTICES. 

74  Preliminary  Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or 
occupiers  to  abate  the  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  found  in 
connection  with  dwelling-houses,  etc.,  in  the  course  of  inspections. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  nuisances  referred  to  in  the  notices 
received  immediate  attention  by  the  persons  concerned.  It  was 
necessary,  however,  to  issue  8  statutory  notices  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  owing  to  the  non-compliance  with  the 
preliminary  notices.

go  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  Factories  and 
Workshops  in  the  District,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  generally.  6  Nuisances  were  discovered.  5  of  these 
nuisances  were  abated  after  notices  had  been  served ;  in  case  of 
the  remaining  nuisance,  the  premises  ceased  to  be  used  as  a 
workshop,  and  were  closed.  The  total  number  of  bakehouses  is 
15,  two  of  which  are  underground  bakehouses.  The  bakehouses 
were  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  limewashed  periodically 
during  the  year. 

Two  notices  were  received  fiom  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories, 
calling  attention  to  (a)  males  and  females’  conveniences  adjoining, 
(b)  defective  sanitary  accommodation.  Notices  were  served  upon 
the  occupiers,  and  were  complied  with. 

Two  notices  which  had  not  been  complied  with  at  the  end  of 
1913,  were  complied  with  during  the  year.

The  carcase  of  a  cow  was  discovered  in  a  slaughterhouse 
from  which  the  whole  of  the  lining  membranes  (pleura  and  perito¬ 
neum)  had  been  “stripped.”  The  internal  organs  had  been  removed 
from  the  slaughterhouse  and  placed  in  a  cellar.  The  whole  of 
the  carcase  and  organs  were  seriously  affected  with  tuberculosis. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  owners,  and  a  penalty, 
amounting  to  £'20  with  ^"10  costs,  was  inflicted. 

Smoke  Observations. 

36  Smoke  Observations  of  the  Mill  and  Works  chimneys  in 
the  District  have  been  taken,  each  being  of  60  minutes  duration. 

The  total  amount  of  black  smoke  emitted  during  the  36  hours 
was  31  minutes,  5  seconds,  which  is  equal  to  an  average  of  52 
seconds  black  smoke  for  each  observation. 
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In  15  only  of  the  observations  was  black  smoke  emitted,  the 
longest  emission  being  6  minutes  20  seconds ;  the  average  amount 
of  black  smoke  emitted  during  the  15  observations  equalling 
2  minutes  4  seconds. 

The  time  limit  (ten  minutes  to  the  hour)  allowed  by  the 
Council  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke,  was  not  exceeded. 

As  early  as  convenient  after  each  observation,  a  copy  thereof 
is  forwarded  to  the  firm.  This  enables  them  at  once  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  any  excessive  emission  of  black  smoke. 

Food  and  Drug  Acts. 

From  a  Return  supplied  by  the  courtesy  of  Superintendent 
Pickering,  of  Bury,  it  appears  that  48  samples  were  purchased 
under  the  Acts  in  this  District  during  the  year.  These  included  : —

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  on  37 
occasions. 

One  notice  with  respect  to  the  non-limewashing  of  Cowsheds 
was  served  upon  one  occupier,  which  secured  immediate  compliance 
with  the  Regulations. 

The  remaining  Cowsheds  were  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 

In  the  District  there  are  9  Cowkeepers  using  19  Cowsheds  for 
the  purpose  of  their  trade.  One  cowkeeper  has  discontinued  the 
keeping  of  cows.  Another  cowkeeper  has  also  discontinued  the 
keeping  of  cows,  and  has  gone  to  reside  outside  the  District,  and 
therefore  becomes  registered  as  a  Purveyor. 
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The  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  Register  contains  the 
names  of  five  persons  selling  milk  from  premises  within  the 
District.  These  are  regularly  visited,  and(any  insanitary  conditions 
observed  are  forthwith  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupier,  who 
usually  takes  immediate  steps  to  remove  the  cause  of  complaint. 

The  Register  also  contains  the  names  and  addresses  of  twelve 
persons  from  outside  the.  District  who  purvey  milk  within  the 
District  (an  increase,  during  the  year,  of  4  purveyors),  and  to 
whose  premises  your  Inspectors  have  no  right  to  visit  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection. 

6  Visits  have  also  been  paid  to  Cowsheds  along  with  the 
Veterinary  Inspector. 

Milk. 

10  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  Prof.  Delepiue, 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  during  the  year, 
for  bacteriological  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  first  and  second  samples  taken  were  from  two  suspected 
cows,  but  did  not  show  evidences  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  third  and  fourth  samples  were  from  the  mixed  milk  from 
two  separate  farms,  and  did  not  show  any  evidences  of  tuberculosis. 

The  fifth  and  six  samples  were  from  two  separate  farms,  and 
whilst  the  fifth  sample  did  not  reveal  any  signs  of  tuberculosis, 
tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  the  sixth  sample. 

Two  further  samples  (Nos.  7  and  8)  were  taken;  one  (No.  7) 
from  the  mixed  milk  of  22  cows,  and  one  (No.  8)  from  the  mixed 
milk  from  the  remaining  5  cows  in  the  cowshed.  No  tubercle 
bacilli  were  present  in  the  sample  (No.  7)  from  the  milk  of  22 
cows,  but  were  found  in  the  sample  (No.  8)  from  the  milk  of  the 
5  cows. 

Two  samples  (Nos.  9  and  10)  were  again  taken.  One  from 
the  unmixed  milk  from  one  suspected  cow  (No.  9),  in  which 
tubercle  bacilli  were  present;  and  in  the  next  sample  (No.  10), 
which  was  from  the  mixed  milk  of  the  three  remaining  cows, 
tubercle  bacilli  were  also  present. 
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The  Veterinary  Inspector  diagnosed  the  diseased  animal  from 
among  the  three  supected  cows.  This  cow,  along  with  the  cow 
from  which  sample  No.  9  was  taken,  I  was  afterwards  informed  by 
the  owner,  was  slaughtered  and  found  to  be  diseased.

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Upon  receipt  of  a  notification  of  infectious  disease,  the  home 
is  visited  and  endeavours  made  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease, 
the  patient  is  isolated,  either  by  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
or  placed  in  a  separate  room  at  their  own  house.  If  the  patient  is 
kept  at  home,  instructions  are  given  respecting  isolation  and 
disinfection  ;  the  houses  being  re-inspected  during  convalescence. 
On  the  patient  becoming  convalescent,  intimation  is  given  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  gives  directions  and  supervises  the 
disinfection  of  the  room,  bedding,  clothing,  etc. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  house  is  ascertained,  and  where 
necessary,  the  drains  and  fittings  are  tested  for  the  purpose  of 
detecting  conditions  dangerous  to  health. 

41  rooms  in  32  houses  were  disinfected  with  the  fumes  of 
formaldehyde,  and  the  interior  of  the  rooms  sprayed  with  a  solution 
of  formalin.  18  rooms  being  disinfected  after  phthisis;  23  rooms 
being  disinfected  after  other  infectious  diseases. 
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One  Public  School  has  been  disinfected  with  the  fumes  of 
formaldehyde ;  the  desks,  walls,  books,  etc.,  sprayed  with  a 
solution  of  formalin. 

Three  sets  of  infected  bedding  from  homes  where  the  patient 
has  been  isolated  at  home  have  been  disinfected  by  steam  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  infected  bedding  from  patients  removed 
to  Hospital  is  removed,  along  with  the  patient,  and  disinfected  by 
steam. 

Fabrics  (Misdescription)  Act,  1913. 

During  the  year  six  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where 
textile  fabrics  are  retailed.  Two  samples  being  purchased  and 
tested  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations  made  thereunder.  The 
samples  were  deemed  to  conform  to  the  standard  of  non¬ 
inflammability. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  two  offensive  trades  established  in  the  District,  viz., 
Tripe  Boiler,  and  Fellmonger.  The  trade  of  Fellmonger  was 
established  within  the  District  without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 
An  application  was  subsequently  made  in  writing,  and  consent 
was  granted  by  the  Council  to  the  establishing  of  the  trade. 

Four  Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  two  establishments,  which 
appear  to  be  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Sewers  and  Drains. 

In  the  case  of  new  drainage,  where  a  supply  of  water  is 
available,  the  “hydraulic”  or  “water”  test  is  applied  to  all  drains. 

The  number  of  defects  disclosed  by  the  “  water  ”  tests  was 
75,  and  chiefly  consisted  of  improperly  formed  cement  joints  which 
were  re-tested  before  being  finally  approved,  and  which,  in  the 
absence  of  any  test,  would  have  remained  serious  factors,  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  health  of  those  living  in  or  using  the  premises 
with  which  the  defective  drains  were  connected. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  drains,  etc.,  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  and  examination,  was  466.

Housing  of  Working  Classes  Acts,  1890  to  1909. 

In  conformity  with  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District) 
Regulations,  1909,  the  procedure  to  give  effect  to  these  Regulations, 
and  the  Requirements  of  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  has  been  continued' during  1914. 

Seven  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  deemed 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  necessary  alterations  to  make 
the  houses  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation  were  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Seven  Demolition  Orders  under  Section  18  Sub-Section  (2) 
of  the  Housing  &  Town  Planning  Act  were  issued  on  seven  houses 
which  had  been  closed  previously,  and  which  were  in  a  defective 
and  dangerous  condition.  These  Demolition  Orders  were  in  all 
cases  complied  with,  and  in  addition,  two  houses  which  had  been 
closed  for  human  occupation,  but  were  being  used  as  storerooms, 
have  also  been  demolished  voluntarily  by  the  owner. 
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The  total  number  of  Houses  inspected  is  358,  and  the  number 
of  Closing  Orders  issued  during  the  past  three  years,  21.  Four 
Orders  determining  Closing  Orders  have  been  issued  upon  the 
houses  being  made  fit  for  human  habitation.
